Colorado, the most powerful fighting 
craft in the world, was formally ac- 
cepted into the- United States Navy -at' 
Camden, N. J., amid official ceremonies 
simplified out of respect to the mem- 
ory of President 'Harding. 


The Colorado will be the last great 


ship built for the navy until 1931, "by 
agreement of the World Powers that 
met at the Disarmament Conference in 
Washington. Authorized in the Navy 
bill of 1916, the Colorado" was con- 
structed at the Camden yards of the 
New York Shipbuilding Company on a 
cost plus fee basis, and represents an 
investment of $27,000,000. 


The new battleship represents 
the 


dreams come true of a group of naval 
officers, marine engineers and turbine 
;ind electrical experts, who wanted the 
ship to be something of a vast experi- 
mental laboratory as well as a flread- 
nought. She is commanded by Captain 
Reginald B. Belknap, who will bring 
her .to the Brooklyn navy yard some 
time In September, where the gun fire 
control system will be installed—the 
.-last detail that remains to be done.

CAUSE BLINDNESS 


(By Associated Press) 


Uew Tcrk—Because of tha grow- 


ing seriousness of accidents in public 
places and in homes, as well as in in- 
dustry, as a cause of blindness, the 
National Committee for the 
Preven- 


tion of Blindness announced today that 
it would undertake Immediately a'pro- 
gressive census of all eye accidents 
with a view of determining- means of 
prevention. This decision, the com- 
mittee declares, grew out of the recent 
realization that there has come about 
a radical change in the incidence of 
the various principal causes of blind- 
ness. 


The committee has discovered, for 


Instance, that whereas not many years 
ago the greatest single cause of blind- 
ness In children was ""babies' 
sore 


eyes," tho percentage of blindness from 
this cause has been cut in half. Blind- 
ness caused by accidents of various 
sorts, on the other hand, has Increased 
to such an extent in. recent years that 
accidents now constitute 
the 
most 


serious single causa of blindness. 


An effort will be mads to secure a 


record of every accident causing an 
injury' to the eye whether it occurs in

Mr. Isaacson brought the thought of 


the value of music around to everyday 
life. He told, that he looked upon art 
as a tremendous factor in the making 
of a fine democracy. One is under law 
when he works, but there is a time 
that is one's own—your leisure. 
That 


is the time one can cultivate his tastes 
and one should not waste that time in 
cheap things or have one's whole atti- 
tude of life on a cheap level. 
The 


democracy of ours may be an aristoc- 
racy, not an aristocracy of wealth but 
of tastes. All problems must be pre- 
sented to people of. low tastes 
and 


those of high EO everything that will 
lilt the tastes will life it for all things 
and art is a tremendous 'force In the 
making of a democracy. Points in his 
lecture were finly illustrated by selec- 
tions by members of his opera com- 
pany.

visited by a disastrous fire on Sunday, 
when eight large buildings were en- 
tirely destroyed, wiping out about one- 
fourth of the business section. Scores 
of other buildings were more or less 
damaged when sparks Ignited them. 


The first started 
shortly after 2 


o'clock in the afternoon 
In a barn 


owned by William Lord. The only fire 
apparatus In Union, 
a small hand 


chemical outfit, was run out but by 
this time sparks from the blazing barn 
were flying in every direction. 


The barn was situated on thfl .main 


street in .the center of the village and 
the flames soon jumped to a large two- 
tenement structure. This was soon a 
mass of flames and It was nearly im- 
possible to get any of the furniture out, 
so quickly did the fire work. 


From this building the flames leaped 


to the village hotel and when the hotel 
loomed up in swirling smoke and 
clouds of cinders it appeared as if 
Union was doomed. By thjs_tlme 
fire 


apparatus was racing to the scene 
from Rochester and Somersworth and 
other nearby towns and motor appar- 
atus was soon busy attempting to 
check the spread of the flames. From 
the hotel the flre surged to the former 
residence o£ Dr. William Kimball, a 
three-story building which was unoc- 
cupied as the doctor had moved to 
Wolfeboro, and this was soon de- 
stroyed together with the barn which 
contained three tons of hay. 


From the Kimball place, the flre, 


which up to this time had been travel- 
Ing on one side of the main street only, 
jumped across the street and Union's 
fine general store, owned by Williatn 
Lord and run. by Arthur Moulton, was 
soon In the grasp of the flames. This 
grocery store carried a good stock but 
little of its contents was saved.
